Ow1ne to insufficiency of rainfall at sowing time, and excess of rain at 
harvesting time, the outturn of the last bhadoi food crops'reaped in August, 

tember, and October was generally less than the average. The deficiency 
was least in the Dacoa,' Mymensingh and Noakhally districts, and greatest 
in the Patna and Bhagulpore Divisions, where thefailure of the winter rice 
is also most marked. For the whole province it may be said that not more 
than ten-sixteenths of an average bhadoi food harvest was reaped. 

The prospects of the winter rice crop, as shown in detail in the statement 
annexed, are generally unfavourable. 

The distribution of rainfall most favourable to the winter rice crop is 
when premonitory showers fall in May or carly in June. The rain in the end 
of June and in ‘July should be heavy: then should come an interval of com-. 
paratively fair weather, in which weeding operations may be successfully 
prosectited. The September rains must be heavy, shading off into fine weather 
with October showers. On the sufficiency of the September ‘rains, more than 
of any other month, depends the character of the winter rice crop—the chief 
harvest in these provinces. 

In the present year the distribution of rain all over the Province has been far 
different from that which is necessary to secure a good winter harvest. In May, 
out of the 46 districts of Bengal, 85 districts had a rainfall less than the average. 
In June in only one district was the rainfall equal to the average, and in most 
of the districts it was very much less. Lhe rain in July was copious, and in 
many districts gave promise of a good harvest, but exceptionally heavy 
rainfall in August, in all districts save those of the Rajshahye Division, 
Chumparun and Durbhungs, greatly interfered with weeding operations. The 
rainfall in September was generally deficient, and instead of the heavy rains, 
which usnally fall in October, the rainfall of that_ month was generally very 
meagre, and in tbe Patna, Bhagulpore and the Orissa Divisions especially 11 
was almost nil. 2 

The early cessation of rain caused anxiety in the Patna, Bhagulpore, and 
Orissa Divisions, but copious rain fell on the 3rd and 4th November in Orissa, 
and removed apprehension of severe scarcity in that Division. Very little rain 
fell in the Patna and Bhagulp ‘re Divisions from 19th September to the end 
of November, the result beifg that serious deficiency of the wiuter rice crop is 
to be expected in the unirrigated parts of these Divisions, I'he prospects of 
the rubbee crop were also very bad in these two Divisions up fo the end of 
November, but they were improved by rainfall in the first week of December, 


and are now, as a rule, fairly good. Should there be more rain in the present ~ 


month, there is rfo reason why an average rubbce crop should not be reaped. 
From thé experience of the past, it would appear that a year which yields 
50 per cent. of a full crop will produce food enough for the pene Reve

@ year, taking” into account the grain stores and the probable importation, 
there will be no*such pressure as to-require spécial measures of relief. 
Great uncertainties, however, surround all estimates of failure of crops in 
India. It may easily happen. that the particular circumstances of a district 
or province will render the effect of a drought more than ordinarily disastrous, 
sa on the other hand, complete failure of crops in a limited area, in which 
- the cultivators can fall back on past savings, may be attended with but little 
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outward signs of distress. An estimated failure of even a third of the 
outturn Will demand vigiJance and preparedness on the part of the authorities 
as relief measures may at any moment become necessary. alae f 
"The annexed estimates of outturn of the winter rice , prepared from. 
“ Gollectors” reports, show that in no part of these Provinces, save in limited 
“portions of the Patna and Bhagulpore Divisions, and of the Dinagepore and 

Rajshahye districts of the Rajshahye Division, is the estimated outturn put 
down at less than eight annas of an average crop, while in the important rice, 
growing districts’ of Dacca, Furreedpore, Tipperah, and Noakhally, an average,
